This makes my bill very elastic 
and iilaces all points on an eiiual foot- 
ing, and the seciotary may establish 
((ortsat points whsie fio settlemfiuta are 
yet made. All shippers, the board of 
trade and the coniineroial interests of 
Sun Francisco indorse our elTorts.as the 
estalilishnient of these ports would 
cheapen and expeilite commerce. Ves- 
sels could then go direct from San Fran- 
cisco and other ocean ports to Port An- 
geles, not only saving much in towage, 
but giving all tho towage to American 
instead ot Uritish tugs. Senators Mit- 
chell and Dolpii, id' Oregon, have joined 
lis in Betting forth the public necessity 
of inakiiig Port Angeles a sul. jiort of 
entry, and the coasi, and geodetic sur- 
vey has 80 rooom'niendod to the secre- 
tary of the treasury.

When the accident occurreil and it was 
found that the vessel was inakins,' water, 
with a poaaibility cf foundering, a panic 
ensued on board. The excitement was 
heiglitciii'd by tb.o fact that the liremeu 
and some of the engineers rushed upon 
the deck iinineilialely after the crash 
occurred and displayed great alarm. 
The engine room had been Hooded 
through the injection tubes, which, it is 
alleged, tho .sngiiieers in their excite 
nient neglected to close.

The starboard 
engine was shattered almost to pieces 
The port engine rooms were filled with 
more than 2000 tons of water and the 
port engine was entirely useless. A 
portion of the machinery smashed 
through the steamer's double bottom 
and the water poured through the hole 
into the engine room, compelling the en- 
gineers and firemen to rush to the deck 
for safety.

Lo.Nuo.s', March 31 In spite of tho 

roae-colored reports of tho officers of the 
City of Paris, calculated to show that 
at no time was the ship in danger, and ; 
the publication of obviously iuspired ar- 
ticles arguing t hat the Ve3.sel did not go 
to the bottom furnishes ccnclusivo ovi- 

lence of the aujierior qualities of the 
faster liners in respect of safety over 
the slower ones, it is unquestionably the 
truth that tho situation waa regarded 
by all on board as very gra\ e. Though 
the passengers unite in testifying to the 
high (pialitiea of seamanship displayed 
by tho olhcers oj the dis- 
abled ship, and their persistent 

ll'orta to quiet the fears and 
conduce to tho comfort of those 
under their care, there wero many 
paiiitul scenes' and anxious hours, pur- 
lieu larly when darkness would set in. 
.Most ot the passengers passed sleepless 
nights and sought relief from the strain 

if anxiety and suspense in excessive uao 
of intoxicants, au indulgence in which 
was to some a new experience, whilo 
others gave vent to their feoliuga of 
utter hopeleaaneas iu shrieks and wuils 
of anguiab.

It is not true that the "K()i3Copal 
iaus," as he calls ua, at Christ CInireh in

from England. . Nor.is it true that, in 
Victoria or in any other part of this 
liiocesc, wo are supported by yearly mis 
sion.u y grants from home. 

The fact.s aic simply these: There are 
ill tliiti dioeese .several outlying distriet.s 
in which the people are unable, of thein- 
aelvea, to raise a suiTicient income for 
the support of their clergymeii. These 
districts are assisted by yeai'ly grants 
from what wo call our "Mission i und, ' 
about.three-iifths oLwhioh i» oollected 
or subscribed in Victoria Itself. In 1887 
we started our "Clergy ^ Endowment 
Fund," the income of which 18 to be 
spent entirely in the maintenance of the 
clergy in rural districts. It is for this

At an cirly hmir yesterday morning 
Edward Alien, sen;' .- inembe'.- of tlie 
Provincial Legislature for Lillooet, dieil 
at St. .lo.scph's ho.'ipital in the l)'2iid ycnr 
of his .igc. 

The deceased was a native of Notling- 
iiam, Knglaiid, and emigrated lo Brilisli 
Cidiimbia in liie early "sixties." NVitli 
many others who have risen to iiositintis 
of prominence in the [iroviiice, he 
worked for -wealth for some lime in the 
treasure fields of golden Cariboo; leav- 
ing that great mining district for Big 
Bend, where he inatituted and main- 
tainod a forry acroii.s tho Columbia for 
aeveral years. Later, ho made hia homo 
upon his farm at Grave Creek, near 
Clintoa, reaiding there until about two 
years ago when he moved to Lillooot. 

From 1870 to 1S7S, inclnaivo, he tilled 
the position of asses.sor and collector of 
taxea for Lillooet district, and in ISS"2 
he, with the late premier, Hon. A. E. B. 
Uavie, fuinied the govuriimont ticket 
for the Provincial Legislature. 

xVgain in l.H.Sli he was returned as a 
representutive of Lillooet in the provin- 
cial legislature. He was devoted to the 
interests of his eoustitueiiis, miil was 
rarely missing from his seat iluring tho 
deliberations of Parliament. His health 
was failing rapidly when the present 
session opened, and about three weeks 
ago ho was obliged to seek hospital caro 
aiid attention. - As he gradually became 
worse instead of better, his wife und 
sou wore sent for. They arrived about 
ten days ago, and were with hini when 
the end came. 

The deceased was open-handed and 
L'cnerous toa fault, he was always faith- 
ful ti> his friends and true lo his convic- 
tions, anil no one in the district which 
he made his home possessed greater 
popularity. With his iiarlianieiitary as- 
sociates he waa always on good terms, 
and his death will bo keenly felt by 
theui. His desk in tho House was yea- 
terday draiied in craiie, and many a 
heartfelt ex))rcssion of sorrow waa ut- 
tered by bon. members as their eyes 
fell upon till! vacant scat anil the silent 
tokens of death's visit.
